Oranges and California are 
almost s¥Ynonymous in the 
minds of many people. Long 
clean rows of shiny green- 
leaved citrus trees make up 
the modern, efficient orange 
groves which abound in 
Southern California and dot 
the great Central Valley of 
our State Citrus acreage is 
expanding and groves are 
growing larger as more and 
more new plantings are going 
in, particularly in the lower
